on the Republican ticket.

though on somewhat different, grounds. 
Dr. Harding is quoted as saying that if

iis said to be "causing comment in politi- 


• leal circles. 


Why should a declaration of this kind 


•cause a political stir, when it is obvious

!The answer is that most of our politicians 
and too many of our citizens have become 
slaves fb the party label and are willing 
to see obnoxious acts committed in Jts 
name and imposters elected to positions 
of public trust merely because they have 
through trickery and deceit managed to 
get on the party ticket. Here in Wiscon- 
sin hosts of otherwise excellent citizens 
have looked with disfavor on anything 
that smacked of party irregularity and 
have been content to swallow the worst 
kind of abuses practiced in the name of 
party.

The Federated American Engineering 


societies, through a special committee, 
finds that the workday of two twelve- 
hour shifts is less efficient, 
economical 


£nd humane than the day of three eight- 
hour shifts. Here is a scientific and 
authoritative repudiation of the practice 
etill prevailing in many of the large steel 
mills. 


It does not seem that in this day and 


age even engineering societies should be 
called upon to discuss the merits or de- 
anerits of the twelve-hour day. The 
•twelve-hour day has long since been re- 
tjected as the American standard of work- 
ing conditions. 
In its place has been 


adopted the eight-hour day. Wr: have 
h&d many controversies over 1he ques- 
tion of the eight-hour day but uniformly 
Hhey have been resolved in its favor. The 
adoption of a shorter working day was 
opposed ia the beginning by practically 


every large industry in the United States, 
just as the railroads opposed automatic 
signals and automatic couplers. We have 
had, many strikes to force the adoption of 
the eight-hour day and in the end they 
have practically all succeeded, as it was 
right they should succeed. 


But we still have our reactionaries in 


the industrial world the same as we have 
our extremists iu the labor world, and 
these reactionaries are attempting to pre- 
serve conditions of labor that society has 
long since abandoned. 
AVe venture to 


say that where conditions of labor were 
otherwise satisfactory 
no industry has 


lost anything by the adoptionof the eight- 
hour day. and that on the contrary it has 
gained greatly in increased production, 
in the efficiency of its employes and in the 
good will of both employes and the pub- 
lie. 
It seems a strange thing that ajiy 


industry in the United States should at- 
tempt to cling to the twelve-hour day. 
We cannot xinderstand the reasoning be- 
hind such a policy.

SHIP SUBSIDY 


According to news dispatches from 


Washington President Harding now has 
under consideration a. revival of his ship 
subsidy program. 
There has even been 


talk to the effect that he may call con- 
grps in special session to deal -with it. 
"We had hoped the administration had de- 
finitely decided to shelve this piece of leg- 
islation for 
the present. "We believe 


there are certain conditions under which 
a ship subsidy can be profitably granted, 
but. not in the form of the Lasker pro- 
I?osal to which the administration seems 
to be committed. 
There must be ade- 


quate returns to the country in services 
and adequate guarantees covering ship- 
ping rates before it will be economically 
sound to extend government aid in the 
building up of an American merchant ma- 
rine. 
It certainly should not be done at 


the expense of the American consumer in 
addition to the subsidy tax. 


However, this may be, it is a poor 


time in our judgment to revive this ques- 
tionable policy. 
According to the treas- 


ury advices there is an estimated deficit 
of more than sfioO.OOO.OOO for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, a.nd further deficits for 
the years succeeding are indicated. 
One 


of the president's main reasons for veto- 
ing the soldiers" bonus >was the inability 
of the government to finance it. 
He also 


objected to adding 10 the public burdens 
in order to benefit "less than five million 
out of one hundred and ten million." 


If the government is too poor to pay 


a soldiers' bonus it is too poor to pay a 
ship subsidy. 
It could not consistently 


reject justice to the World war veterans 
and at the same time ronfer favors upon 
a limited number of ship owners and op- 
erators amounting to many millions of 
dollars. 
Moreover. ~the number directly 


benefited by a ship subsidy is negligible in 
comparison with the number benefited by 
a soldier's bonus. 
The henefk-iaries of 


the ship subsidy would amount to a few 
hundred at the most. 


Before committing itself to the enact- 


ment of a ship subsidy th^ administration 
should give careful consideration to the 
adverse political consequences that are 
almost certain to follow. 
The country 


will never subscribe to such a policy and 
at the same time indorse a refusal to dis- 
charge the debt we owe the ex-service 
men.

vary, are responsible for hay fever in different in- 
dividuals and different times in the season, from 
the earliest spring timothy or orchard grass fever 
(April) to the last grand ragweed sneeze before Nov- 
ember frost, it is obvious that a place or res.ort 
where one victim may be entirely free is not nec- 
essarily a satisfactory resort for another victim 
whose sensitivity may be for tha pollen of some 
weed which flourishes about the resort. 
If a hay 


fever victim is willing to go high enough, as they 
say to the prospective guest at the hotel office, he 
may find peace and comfort of a kind, but this in- 
volves very great altitude in respect to most of the 
hay fever weeds. Some suffereers residing in small 
villages or country towns find relief by visiting 
the larger cities and remaining- near the heart of 
the city where little or no pollen of any kind floats 
:n the air. Some find relief on a boat trij5 over 
the great lakes, or a short sea voyage.

HIGHER COURTS MUST PASS 


UPON INJUNCTION DECISION 


There is a general agreement on trfc 


part of editors throughout the coun 
try that the strike injunction obtaine 
by Attorney General Daugherty from 
District Judge Wilkerson should be 
appealed to the Supreme Court 
that all of the collateral issues in 
volved will be cleared unhand their 
application to similar labor troubles 
in the future sharply outlined. Then 
has been severe criticism of the scope 
of the injunction as too sweeping 
and as violating constitutional rights 
and it is argued that these questions 
should be passed vupon by the higher 
courts before being accepted as exist 
ing law. 


That an injunction, in view of thi 


facts attested, was warranted is the 
opinion of the Chicago DAILY NEWS 
(Ind.), but it sets forth that "the wis 
dom of drafting a too sweeping injunc 
tion and then inserting^, proviso qua! 
ifving and limiting it to. conform to 
the law is by no means clear. How 
ever, there is no intention on the part 
of the government to prohibit lawfu 
acts or to usurp the authority of Con 
gross and by injunctin make that un 
lawful which, right or wrong, the 
legislative authority has so far failed 
to bar and prohibit." 
The decision, 


"if it stands" will make it unnecessary 
for Congress to put "teeth in the 
transportation act," is the verdict of 
the St. Louis GLOBE DEMOCRAT 
(Ind.), which points out that "the de- 
cisions of the Labor Board can be 
madeveffective through the operation 
of laws already" existing and through 
the operation 
of the governmental 


rights derived from the constitution." 
In this connection, however, it is 
carefully pointed out by the Newark 
NEWS, (Ind.), that this "latest injunc- 
tion should got the higher court test," 
suggesting that "the Writ of injunc- 
tion for more than a generation has 
been to organized labor like a red 
rag flaunted in the face of an angry 
bull. To make application of it under 
Circumstances like those, to accomplish 
what Congress refused to write into 
the letter of the law, will tend to 
make labor even more restive. 
But 


it is infinitely better to have this 
sweeping use of tho injunction power 
tested out in the higher court than 
to let it go by default now that the 
particular issue on which it is evoked 
is on a fair way to settlement." 


The .New York GLOBE. (Tnd). as- 


serts that "Mr. Daugherty is still back 
in 18154, or earlier. 
In all practical 


the constitutional prepossessions of a 
large portion of the American people." 
The Brooklyn EAGLE, (Ind. Dem.), 
considers that the proceedings "have 
been usejesfc as a jfteans toward strike 
breaking. 
They will not be useless, 


however, if they draw from the higher 
Federal courts a definite limitation up- 
on the use of the injunction and 
reaffirraation of'rights which how ap 
pear to be denied." 


Because the "public should have 


clear understanding of its rights to 
demand protection frond the effects o 
a suspension in essential industry, 
the Canton NEWS, (Dem.), believe 
that "the issues involved are of th< 
utmost importance and should be de 
termined by the higher courts as soon 
as possible." This is all the more nee 
essary in the view of the Baltimore 
AMERICAN, fRep.), because "exami 
nation of Judge Wilkerson's opinion 
leaves one rather vague as to-wha 
it is all about." The suggestion that 
the injunction was unnecessary, be 
cause the strike was over, is met by 
the Manchester UNION, (Ind. Rep.) 
with the declaration that "it should 
have issued if for no other purpose 
than to serve as warning that unlaw 
ful and anarchistic acts will not be 
tolerated for an instant in the future.

on and peace pipe, known as a toma- 
hawk pipe, was presented last week 
to the Wisconsin Historical museum 
at Madison by Mrs. Helen McNiel of 
Stoughton. The head of the pipe is of 
cast brass with a steel cutting edge, 
and the handle is of hardwood, with a 
hollow groove through it for the pipe 
stem. About three thimblefuls of to- 
bacco can be held in the top of the 
blade, which 
is hollow and bowl 


shaped. 
The origin of the tomahawk pipe 


dates from the time of the French- 
Indian war. Indians on the march in- 
sisted on carrying their stone pipes, 
and the pipes, in addition to the stone 
tomahawks, added to the weight of 
their equipment. The French, in try 
ing to reduce the weight of the march- 
ing equipment, devised this odd com- 
bination of pipe and tomahawk. 


The pipe just presented to the muse- 


um is claimed to be the only one 
of its kind in existence in this part of 
the country and was once in the pos- 
session of one of Blackhawk's squaws. 
During the removal of the Indians 
from Illinois to Nebraska in 1822, ten 
•ears before Blackhawk'a famous re- 
treat, Capt. Charles McNiel of the

High As 3 Cents A Pound 


For Old Magazines 


Fifty million dollars will represent 


the payments this year by paper mills 
alone for waste paper to be reworked 
in the United States and 
converted 


again into new paper. This represents 
an increase of some $20,000,000 over 
the paper mills waste paper 
bill of 


1921. 
While a year ago one would al- 


most be forced to pay cartage to havo 
old papers removed as worthless rub- 
bish, they are now again a saleable 
commodity. 
Today there is a shortage of waste 


paper among the paper mills which 
use this raw material, and the price 
has mounted until in some districts 
waste paper is bringing as high a 
price as raw wood pulp. 
This is the situation as it will be 


presented at the fall conference of 
the paper industry at Chicago the 
week of Oct. 16, when some twenty- 
five organizations of paper manufac- 
turers and merchants will hold their 
fall business meetings as part of the 
Paper week of the American Paper 
and Pulp association. 


PRICES GOING UP 


Meanwhile the rising price of waste 


paper are focusing the attention of 
the groups of paper manufacturers 
which use waste paper. The book pa- 
per and paper board 
manufacturers 


are 
particularly 
interested, for the 


book paper mills use old magazines, 
and the board mills old newspapers 
and mixed paper. 
Statistics in waste paper are s^art- 


ling, showing that this year's con- 
sumption of waste paper by the paper 
mills will total 1,936,000 tons, or 3,- 
926,000,000 pounds, valued at $50,000,- 
000, and this is a normal year's con- 
sumption.

Last year, when old paper was al- 


most unsaleable, as far as the house- 
holder was concerned, saw a consump- 
tion of 1,530,000 tons, valued at about 
$30,000,000, and this 
a year of de-

Book paper mi'.ls in the middle west, 


for example, are paying as high as 3 
cents a pound for 
good, magazine 


stock, while mixed paper, such as is 
used by the makers of paper board, 
is bringing $35 a ton f. o. b. Chicago. 
This price, of course, is too far above 
normal to continue long. 


The greatest difficulty in the waste 


paper situation has been the high cost 
of collection and transportation so 
that the prices to the house holder 
who saves this paper has not been at- 
tractive. With the recent cut in 
freight rates on waste paper, however, 
and the present prices, the junk deal- 
ers of the nation are again willing to 
buy folded news and magazines and 
pay a reasonable price based upon 
the market conditions and the consid- 
erate expense of collection and ship- 
ment.
